Persona who have seen other tall buildings 
of the world may gain some conception of 
the height of Sir Edward's 1,200-foot tower 
by bearing in mind that Notre Dame in Paris 
is but 217 feet high ; St. Peter's, Home, 433 
feet; the Washington Monument, 554 feet ; 
the Great Pyramid of Egypt, 479 feet ; the 
Rouen Cathedral, 492 feet ; Strasburg Cath- 
edral, 467 feet; Invalides, in y oS 
feet ; Cologne Cathedral, 521 feet, and the 
Pantheon, in Paris, 279 feet. 

The pleasure grounds round the tower 
will be the most expensive place of amuse- 
ment in the world. Advantage has been 
taken of the River Brent, running through 
the estate to make an ornamental lake, 
covering an area of tive acres. This is near 
the main entrance. In the summer it will 
be used for boating, and in the winter for 
enrling and rinking. ‘ 

At one end of the lake isa picturesque 
waterfall, by means of which the Brent, 
after circling several islands, releases itself 
and pursues a winding course through the 
park and onward till it joins the water from 
the Welsh Harp, Hendon, afterward falling 
into the Thames at Brentford. 

A Sufficient quantity of water is forced 
up hill from the lake by a powerful ram to 
form a reservoir, which supplies a very 
large ornamental fountain, similar to that 
at the Crystal Palace. This fountain has 
been completed. Close by is a cricket 
ground of seven acrea, The whole area has 
been leveled, well turfed, and efficiently. 
drained. On higher ground workmen are 
now ying out winter gardena, in the la 
pavilion of which entertainments are to 
given.

The reappearance of cholera within the 
last few days at several points in Europe is 
regarded by health authorities in the Unit- 
ed States as a sure indication of a revival 
ofthe scourge aad ita spread westward 
with the coming spring. The worst of the 
threatened invasion isthat, speaking in 
military terme, the invader can keep up 
communication with its base of supgly. By 
the construction of the Caspian railway, 
connecting Western Asia and Eastern 
Europe, a journey is now made in a single 
day thatthe old time caravan would have 
taken several weeks to accomplish, and, 
therefore, the cholera germ may leave the 
plague nursery in the morning and fasten 
on its vietin hundreds of miles away in the 
evening. In fact people must now accustom 
themselves to the thought that visitations 
of Oriental plagues are likely to be annual 
and not at intervals of years. This has 
been pointed out by an eminent medical 
authority, who based his opinion on the 
facilities for the spread of such diseases as 
cholera atforded by railways and fast steam- 
ships. The time has, therefore, arrived when 
international legislation, by treaty or other. 
wise, should be adopted forthe protection of 
civilized countries from the consequences of

ment uniess the white men undertook to 
land. On such occasions the Somalis plain- 
ly told them that if they landed they would 
be killed toa man. It was the same people 
whom Dundas and his little party encoun- 
tered as he ascended the »aba River in 
July last. When he reached Berdera, his 
furthest. point, he found the whole bank 
swarming with natives. His crew, in ter- 
ror, begged Dundas to turn back. He made 
the boat fast, however, to the right bank 
and sent a Somali interpreter to talk with 
the excited crowd, The natives rushed 
down te the landing place, brandishing their 
spears and threatening to kill the interpre- 
ter if he came ashore. So Vundas ordered 
' him to return to the vessel. 

That night the explorer heard that a 
large body of natives was to attack the 
vessel in a few hours. He accordingly 
pushed his vessel out from the shore and 
ancliored in mid-stream.

How This Costly Material ta Carved tote 
Manifold Shapes 

There are not above eight of ten ivory 
carvers of approved ekill on this continent. 
The men who do such work are paid high 
wages the year round, whether busy or idie, 
They are Frenchmen, Germans, and Italians, 
the three the Italians are perkapy the 
moat skilful, since ivory carving has bees an 
art in a high degree of perfection among the 
Italiane for centuries. The most famous 
ivory carver living, however, is a French- 
man, Moreau Vauthier. Few of his master- 
pieces have been seen in this country. 

The ivory carvers of this country do little 
or nothing in the Kast Indian or Ja 
manner, nor do they cccupy themselves with 
hgure work. ‘Their chief employment is in 
producing decorative toilet and statione 
articles. The rage for stained and cary 
ivory is of recent growth in the United 
States, and the demand for such articles ja 
not large, as they are more coatly than the 
same articles in silvet would be. They were 
produced to tickle the jaded wathetic palates 
of the rich and luxurious, and only those 
who may trifle away what will, indulge 
themselves to any considerable degree in 
carved ivory. 

In all such articles the cost of the raw 
material is small in comparison with that of 
the labor, Billiard balls are coatly because 
they contain large quantities of the finest 
ivory cut from the best part of the tusk.

other kind of bacillus, must be present in 
the discharges to account for the difference 
of result. And it was to determined the 
value of that braical ‘x’ that he next 
directed his efforts. Aftera time they 
proved successful, and the persevering in- 
vestigator discovered tohis joy two per- 
fectly new micro-organisms, the influence 
of which he very soon determined. When- 
ever he inoculated an animal with su posed 
cholera ‘ virus’ consisting either of Koch's 
bacilli alone, or of the two newly discover- 
ed organisms, the inoculated animals went 
about their business as usual without a 
hitch, and seemed as little affected as if he 
had given them a lump of beet-root sugar 
inrtead of cane sugar. But he had only to 
unite all three bacilli in one infusion, inject- 
ing this under the animal's skin, and the 
latter sickened and died of Asiatic cholera 
in @ very short time. The conclusion 
would seem to be that Asiatic cholera is the 
result ofthe ravages of three different 
microbes, which must be present in the 
human body simultaneously. Hence Pet- 
tenkofer, Emmerich, and many others 
swallowed with impunity whole colonies of 
Koch's bacilli unazcompanied by the other 
two ; hence also Khavkin’s inoculation of 
patients was absolutely fruitless. 
‘‘Experiments are now being made for 
the purpose of discovering whether inocula- 
tion, if the subcutaneous injection contains 
all thres micro-organisms together, will 
guarantee the patient from infection, and, if 
so, for how long. The resulta of these 
experiments, which may possibly mean the 
final extirpation of Asiatic cholera, are 
leoked forward to with impatience in the 
medical circles of St. Petersburg and Mos.

sible boy would like to think of becoming a 
skilled workman ina good trade ; would 
like to look forward to the time when he 
could stand up as an independent journey- 
man, for example, in the carpenter's trae, 
or the brassworker’s, or the tailor’s, or the 
stonemason’s, or the watchmaker’s, or the 
bookbinder's, or the fresco painter's, or the 
weaver’s, or the aged ag the machinist’s, 
or the locksmith’s, or the gilder’s or some 
other trade worthy of his manhood. 
splendid thing for a young fellow to start 
out in the world with a good trade. He can 
be as stiff as he pleases, and doesn't need to 
knuckle down to anybody, neither to the 
bosa nor the foreman, if he minds his own 
business and steers clear of gallivanting.

Some notion of the cost of ivory carvin 
may be had from the fact that while a han 
mirror framed with plain ivory may be had 
for $10 or $12, a mirror in carved ivory may 
cost $100 or more, The small articles in 
carved ivory cost from $5 to $25, anda 
toilet set in that material may fetch as hi 
as $500.

—Te report for the year ending 
30th June, 1892, of the postmaster 


general of Canada shows that at that | 


date there was 8,288 post offices in op- 
eration in the Dominion, being an in- 
crease over the number on 30th June, 
1691, of 227. Six handred and four- 
teen miles have been added to the mail 
routes ; and the annual mail trave] has 
been increared from 27,152,543 to 28,- 
462,388 miles. The groes postal reven- 
uo for the year ended 30th June, 1892 
was $3,542,611.02, showing an increase 
of $167,723.36 over the revenue for 
the year ended 30th June, 1891. Dur- 
ing the #ainé period the expenditure 
was $4,204.985.26, on increase of $185,. 
245.32. The large increase m the ex— 
pemditure during the year is owing to 
the payment of $53,994.42 to the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway for additional 
mail service, and $44,672 to the Mon- 
treal Ocean Steamship Co. for convey- 
ing the mails between Cenada and the 
United Kingdom. 

A large increase has taken place in 
the amount of correspondence passing 
between Canade and Chins and Japan, 
the number of letters having increased 
from 61,375 in 189}, to 109,411 in 
1892, newspapers from 20,112 to 34,- 
900, and miscellaneous matier from 
14,294 to 23,441 packages. The total 
delivery in all the cities of Canada in- 
creased 2,290,000 over the previous 
year, 

The total number of money orders 
iseved in Canada curing the year was 
225,666 for the total amount of $2,615,- 
602, an increase in numbey and aelight 
decrease in valne compared with the 
previous year, There are now 1,120 
money order offives in Canada er forty 
more than the year before, The revenue 
from money fees was $192,462. There 
ie a slight deetease in the number of 
registered letters passing by mail within 
the Dominion during the year, the ea 
timated number ~~. 3,286,700. In 
‘189% the number was 9,292; 090. 

The'value of stamps iseued during 
the year was $3,356,740, an increase of 
$130,354 over the issue of the previous 
year. Lotter cards similar to those in 
Great Britain, Austria and other Euro- 
peen countries, are being prepared, and 
will be issued to the public in a short 
time. It is also intended to introduce 
@ postal card of a larger size than that 
now in use,

The Chinese have just been introduced for 
the first time into tropical Africa as labor- 
ers. Last month a steamer landed 540 
eoolies at Matadi, the bead of navigation on 
the lower Gongo. For some time the Con- 
xo Free State has solicited the favor of the 
Chinese Government in behalf of importing 
Chinese labor into Afriea. The authorities 
of the emmire declined at first to connten- 
anee the propeeed emigration, on the ground 
that the age ga to ws de- 
sirable fietd yf kabor. Oonditions of lite on 
the Congo, however, have been changing. 
The- comparative mortality ameng the 
whites along the river is fifty per eent. less 
than it was six years ago. Oomfortable 
heuses are erected for the wre of all foreign 
employees of the State. The conveniences 
ef civilization have multiplied. Medical 
service is gratuituasly provided. Sanitary 
and hygienic conditions are better under- 

| stood. The Congo basin is becoming a 
more tolerable abiding place, and the lead- 


aces where Europeans live in 
These facts have at last prevailed with the 
Chimese Government, who have promised 
that if the first experiment of importing 
Chinese labor into Africa is successful, no 
further objection will be raised to the emi- 
gratien of Chinese to the Dark Oontinent. 
Not only the Congo Free State, but also 
other powers sec, therefore, the prospect of 
a good supply of cheap labor for their Afri- 
dan enterprises. Tne Chinese on the lower 
| Congo are now gra ‘ing the railroad that is 
| building between the lower river and Stan- 
ley Poel, 
fair progress with the aid of about 2,000 
native laborers, It is impossible, however, 
j in their present stage of energy, to secure 
| trom the matives anything bke a day's work 
in one day. As they are gradually trained 
to habits of industry they accemplish morc; 
but it will be a good while before they can 
be depended apon for snch service as is ex- 
pected of workmen in civilized lands. It is 
| likely, therefore, that the Chinese now dig- 
ging on the Conge Hailroad will accemplish 
nearly as mneh as the native foree, whieh 
outaumbers them four to one, The experi 
ment, will be watched with interest. tf it 
succeeds it will be « great. boon to Africa ; 
for what white interests require there more 
than anything else is a large supply of good 
cheap labor.

mixed with sulphuric acid and other corro- 
sive compounds. It is well that the gigan- 
j tie insects of a later peried no longer exist, 
and that the glacial visitations are for the 
| present suspended. Bunt, in the absence of 
jany catastrophe, the earth's decay is an 
lassared fact. The water supply, including 
ithe volume of the seas, is destimed to dimin- 
ish, though any serious deficiency will not 
accrue antil the time of earth’s ‘‘extreme 
old age.” The action of the tidal wave is 
apparently reducing the rate of the earth’s 
rotation, making a longer day. The action 
must be very minute, yet if itis real the 
effect will be palpable enough after the 
lapse of millions of years. In addition to

The 
distance ia immense, yet shrinks into ia- 
significance compared with that which lies 


a beyond. So wast is the gulf which inter- 


venes between our earth and the stellar uni- 
verte, that although many of the stare are, 
in all probability, larger and brighter than 
our sun, and some very considerably so, yet 
the mest powerfnl telercepe is met able to 
give them any appreciable diameter, a mere 
point of light being all that is visible, even 
when the great Lick telescope is directed to 
the brightest among them. This of itself 
does not prevent the determination of dis- 
tance, but in only afew cases has there 
been anapproach to an actual estimate. 
The least extent runs inte billions ef miles. 
Some notion of the reality may be derived 
from the fact that if our sun were removed 
to about two hundred thousand times its 
present distance from the earth, it wonld 
appear to ussimply as a star of the first 
magnitade. The distance inauch @ case 
would exceed nineteen billions ef miles. Ik 
follows that if tho nearest fixed star ia 
further off than this, as appears to be the 
fact, every star of the first magnitade 
must be kerger or brighter thas ezr sun.

A re- 
ciprecity treaty between the islands and 
Washington wae made in 1875, and this led 
to a very prosperous condition ef things. 
until 1890 Hawaii grew the only free sugar 
that went to the United States. The pres- 
ent American tariff, by making all raw 
sugar free, abolished thie profitable trade 


American planters and inveeters hold 
from one-half to three-fearths of the 
crops, and perhaps two-thirds of the 
entire capital of the islands, the desire for 
annexation cas be understood. Bat there 
are treaty obligations with Framee and 
Fagland which will have to be considered, 
and it is by mo means likely that annexa- 
tion will be permitted. The greatest part 
of the gro of the trade of Fawaii took 
place under what may be called an acciden- 
tally favourable position. That this has 
led to a wish on the part of the sugar 
planters to get hold of the bennties en- 
joyed by cane rooted in American soil will 
probably not be deemed by Britain an ade- 
quate reason for an important cealing 
station passing under the sway of the 
United States.

| The primary preventive of the spread of 
| cholera is pure drinking water. In impure 
| water only does the nabhioes erm actually 
thrive, but there are mo testa by which the 
| presence of organisms hartfal to human be- 
ings can be ascertained. There are chemical 
tests which will decide whether or not 
organic matter is present in water, but they 
cannot determine whether the organisma are 
injurious te health. All filtered water even 
should be boiled fer five minutes, and the 
filter itself should be boiled four minutes 
once a week. 

A much more important matter {s the 
disposition @f the dead bodies of cholera 
patients. It has been proven that poisen- 

ous germs are by earth, and that 
it is only a question ef time when even the 
ey that pong interred in a coffin will 
ate w ving organisms the sur- 
youndiens earth. an ma of Darwin 
and Pasteur have ales abeown that the earth 
worme in time brig these germs to the 
surface and disseminate them abroad. In 
pert of a closed grave-

thence spread over the village. It proved 
to be of the same virulent character as the 
scariatioa which 30 years before had de- 
stroyed the viliagers buried in the ise 
onl of the churchyard which had been taken 
nto the garden and dag up.

t was thought for a time that the

time, and now the 18th of every June 
fidds the Johnsons visitors at Niagara. 
With them it is like — a se where 
the remains of those once dearly. ioved lie 
buried. They fiad comfort and consolation 
while near the fatal rock and listening to 
the waters. 

One of the most mysterious and, at the 
same time, one of the most horrible affairs 
on Niagara's bloody record is what is com- 
monly called the Pierson tragedy, which 
ocourred in 1884. One of the prettiest houses 
in Niagara is the Pierson mansion, which 
stands on the river bank midway between 
the falls and Suspension Brid Pierson 
and Vedder were one agen, tl having 
married sisters, They were business men 
and moved in the highest circles of society. 
They were past middle age, had been 
wedded many years, and their domestic life 
was always considered unusually happy. 
The men were constant compartions. One 
Sunday evening they went out, as had been

It was on April 1, 1861, that one of the 
most thrilliag events in Niagara's history 
occurred. Hetween the Canadian and 
American bands of the river there had plied 
for many years a little steamboat known as 
the Maid of the Mist. The vessel was 
built on the American side, and all the 
time it had floated around on the rough 
waters here it never went more than a halt 
mile trom the spot where it was constructed 
and launched. ‘Che reason for this is very 
simple. It could not move up stream be- 
cause of the falls, and it could not go down 
further than the new suspension, or foot 
bridg». If it ventured too far in this direc- 
tion it was liable to get.caught in thé ewift 
current, carried down to the whi 1 
rapids, and then to the whirlpool itself— 
certain death for every one on rd, The 
vessel was not a success in a financial way. 
Not as many people visited the falls then 
as now, nor were there so many eta Se 
brave the dangers of a ride on a amall t 
in these turbulent waters, knowing that if 
the machinery should give way the craft 
would soon be swept to destruction. 

The builders of the boat has never been 

idin full. They grew tired of waiting 
or the balance, secured the necessary 

pers, and were about to attach the boat. 

Ire owner, however, got wind of the affair, 
steamed over to the Canadian side, and an- 
chored there. Effort’ were made to patch 
up a truce, but without success. me- 
thing had to be done.

The voyage earned tor him the sobri- 
quet of ‘‘ the hero ef the rapids,” and it is 
by this title that he is still known. 

Speaking of the affair some time after- 
ward. Hesaid: “I thought there was 
atout one chance in one thousand of our 
coming out of the whirlpool alive. I was 
ready to give up the venture, but the men 
who had agreed to help me were anxious 
after they had made all preparations to 
make the run. For many years I piloted 
steamers through the dangerous rapids of 
the St. Lawrence, but these are as a mill 
pond compared with the wild Niagara. I 
thought we were gone up several times dur- 
ing the voyage. At times we were pointed 
directly for huge rocks, and I was sure that 
the end had come. But just as we were 
‘about to strike them the Maid’s nose would 
twist away and the brave little steamer 
would slide past these points of danger with 
the velocity of the wind. At times we were 
completely at the mercy of the water, the 
rudder having absolutely no control of the 
vessel. The t came out of the journey 
with scarcely a scratch, her only damage 
being the loss of her smoke stack.” 

James McIntyre was the engineer of the 
Maid on this memorably trip and James H. 
Jones was the fireman. Since the Maid ot 
the Mist went through the rapids there has 
always been more or less controversy as to | 
whether this body of water could be fre- 
ag ey navigated by stanch little craft.

IMPROVED OZONE GENERATOR 


Although ozone is now classed as a re- 
medial agent of the greatest value when 
properly administered, « simple ozone gen- 
erator which could be easily manipulated 
has hitherto been much needed by physi- 
cians, Such an apparatus has been put on 
the market by an electro-medical apecialiat, 
and has been well received by the medical 
profession. Ita compactness,con veaience and 
efficiency are highly spoken of, and it is 
comparatively inexpensive. Dr. Aug. Korn- 
doerfer in a recent lecture in Philadelphia, 
described the progressive symptoms ob- 
served during the inhalation of ozene, and 
concludes that this wonderful agent often 
renders possible the accomplishment of a 
cure where without it failure would be as- 
sured, and that the “ property exhibited by 
ozone inhalations is that of positively in 
creasing the duration and intensity of the 
reactive force of the patient.” Another use 
for orone has been found in the freshening . 
of the atmosphere of old, stuffy, public 
rooms, in which the provisiens for ventila- 
tion have always been inadequate.

Several boats 
take their position in line like a tandem 
team of horses ; the tow-ropes are pro perly 
adjusted, and the men with merry t- 
song begin the laborious and monotonous 
task of towing the whale tothe vessel. A 
dead whale may be towed more easily head 
first, and it is also worthy to mention that 
a dead whale, when cast adrift, will beat to 
windward, the natural motions of the 
flukes having a tendency to propel the

Novel Safety Leck. 


A novel safely lock has been invented by 

& Swedish engineer. Wishing to close an

eath, the amplitude will be very slight. 
If, ab the moment the pendulum is passing 
through the position of equilibrium, after 
a complete oscillation, one blows » the 
oscillation will become protounced, After 
this has been repeated several .times there 
will be finally communicated to the pendu- 
dum sa amplitade sach that the bob will 
abut against a lever, so thata slight 
movement will wy | it into unstable equili- 
brium, and it will fall upon a spring bolt, 
and the door willopen. Bat if the daration 
of the oscillation of the pendulum (which ia 
absolutely invisible) were unknown, one 
might keep on blowing for a week without 
reaching any result. The lock is so arrang- 
ed that with a little practice the door can 
be unlocked at the fourth oscillation, Ifa 
person knewing the system, but not the 
riod, wished to unlock the door, and was 
eceived by an eighth in the duration of 
the interior peadulum’s oscilj~tion, the 
fourth blowing would ace an effect 
exactly contrary to the first, end the pendu- 
lug would stop. The two intermediate 
blewings would have produced no effect. 
For an error of a sixteenth the fourth biow- 
ing would arrive at the moment at which 
the pendulum was at the end of its travel, 
and the effect would be nall. _ The principle 
utilized in this lock is the same as that in- 
volved in bell-ringing.

ORNESRAL. 


Cholera still prevails in the suburbs of St.

The Pretestant Episcopai Caurch. 


A census bulletin giving statistics relating 
to the Protestant Epigcopal Church in the 
United States shows ‘that the numerical 
strength of that denomination is chiefly cen- 
tered in the Atlantic States, from Virginia 
fo Massachusetts, Over half of all its com- 
municante are found in New York,*Pennsy!- 
vania, New Jersey, and Connecticut, which 
States contein ee about 20 per cent. of 
the population of the entire country. Con- 
necticut has not much over one-fifth as 
many inhabitants as Obio, but it, contains 
about 50 per cent. more Episcdpalians than 
there-are in that State. Maryland has 
more communicants of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church than dwell in Illinois, and Vir- 
oer leads Missouri more than two to one, 
hode Island, with about one-fourth as 
many inhabitantsas Kansas,has nearly three 
times as many Episcopalians, and little 
Delaware contains half as many as live in 
Indiana, This denomination is emphatically 
and peculiarly urban. It is weak in States 
where a comparatively small share af the 
opulation lives in large towns, and it flour- 
ishes most in vreat cities. For example, over 
half of the Episcopalians in Illinois are | 
found in Chicago, although that city, not | 
counting foreigners of nationalities which 
contribute very little to the membership 
of the Episcopal Church, doe’ not contain 
one-fifth of the population of the State in 
which itis situated. In like manner over 
50 per cent. of the Episcopalians in Ken- 
tucky are found in Lanisville,,; which has 


less than 10 per cent., of the population of 
that State. New Orleans contains more 
mbers of ‘the. Protestant Episcopal 


Church than all the rest of Louisiana. St. 
Louis is the great stromghold of the denomi 
nation in Missouri, Detroit in Michigan, 
and Cleveland and, Cincinnati in Ohio, 
More than half of the Episcopalians in Penn- 
sy!vania are found among the 20 per cent. 
of its people who live in Philadelphia. It 
is the same everywhere, and in spite of the 
iact, often commented upon, that the Chris- 
tian churches flourish -most, in proportion 
to the population, in villages and rural dis- 
tricts, the Protestant Episcopal denomina- 
tion thrives best in large cities, The high 
rate of growth in these centers of popula- 
tion, between 1880 and 1890, is doubtless 
the — why hardly any other 
religious yin the United States made 
such a proportionate growth in that decade, 
as the Protectant Episcopal Church.

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OFF THE LABRADOR COAST, 


Mr. Nie'sen’'s Study of Sea Temperatures 
and Cod Habitat. 


A Veyage Which May Meas Considerable 
fer Sewfenndiand—Gearral Sews 
ef the tatand. 


A correspondent writes fromSt. John'sNew- 
foundiand as follows.—for the first time Mr. 
Nielsen, our able and indefatigable saperin- 
tendent of fisheries, was able to visit Labta- 
dor in the fail of last year, after the close 
of the hatching season at Dildo. It was 
bat a flying visit, so that his opportunities 
of investigating the fish and fishcries along 
that immense coast were limited. He was 
able, however, to make a beginning, and to 
collect no inconsiderable amount of valuable 
information which can be turned to practi- 
eal account. A thoroagh scientitic study 
of fish-life, together with the physica of the 
sea, along the Labrador coast, would be a 
work requiring years for its accomplish- 
ments, but its importance could hardly. be 
over-rated. During his brief visit Mr. 
Nielsen was the guest of Dr. Grenfell, on 
board the mission ship Alert, having re- 
ceived from the gentleman a courteous in- 
Vitation to accompany him. He was of 


Albert for such opportunities of investiga- 
tions as he met with ; but Dr. Grenfell did 
allin his power to aid bin in the work 
which he hadin band. Mr. Nielsen has 
embodied the results of his explorations in a 
report to the fisheries commission which 
will be shortly published, and will be read, 
with much interest. Meantime I am enabled 
to indicate briefly some of the more impor- 
tant points of his report. 


TEMPERATURE OF THE SEA—SINGULAR PHE- 
NOMENA, 

The first thing which attracted his 
attention was the very low ranges of the 
temperature of the waters along the 
Labrador coast, which do not exceed 464 
degrees on the surface, even in the warmest 
days of summer. The Arctic current seems 
to throw its cold waters with full force 
against the shores, as well as to a great 
distance out to sea, in deeper regions 
along the bottom. Another singular fact 
presented itself—namely, that in several 
places along the coast there were found 
to be colder and warmer layers of water, 
of various extent, between the lower and 
upper strata of the sea. For instance,— 
in one case the temperature at the bottom, 
in 90 fathoms, was found to be at the low 
point of 29) degrees, but it rose gradually 
to 34° 7, and in 60 fathoms depth a layer 
of ice-cold water was struck having a 
temperature of 30° 5, and this extended 
to 30 fathoms from the surface where the 
water again attsined the temperature of 
34°, and gradually became warmer as. 
the surface was approached. In another 
case at a depth of 110 fathoms the 
temperature was 31° 7, but at 100 fathoms 
it was raised to 36°, and at 80 fathoms 
it again dropped to 31°, which degree of 
coldness it kept all the way up until it 
reached 15 fathoms below the surface, 
when it gradually bo2ame warmer again. 
Thus there are alternate layers of warm and 
cold water; 10 fathoms from the bottom 
the water is warm enough for codfish to 
live in, while below it is a 10 fathom 
deep layer and above isa 65 fathom deep 
layer containing ice-cold water in which 
cod would perish after a time, and 
this upper layer is even colder than the 
one close to the bottom. 

QUESTIONS RAISED. 

It is a puzeling question when we ask 
whence come these alternate layers ef tem- 
perate and ice-cold water? Mr. Nielsen 
thinks the cold layer is accounted for by the 
action of the ice ‘and the Arctic current, the 
potent elements which here control the cli- 
matic condition of the waters. The origin 
of the warm layers is much more difficult to 
explain—Are there warm springs of water 
coming up from the bottom? Or, contrary 
to received beliefs, does the Gulf stream 
throw out anorthern branch? Or does a 
warm current come down from the north ? 
Or, lastly, do waters at the bottom, where 
coufish resort, get heated by fresh waters 
of rivers whica have been warmed by the 
sun and are poured into thesea? Elabor- 
ate investigations extending over years 
would be required to solve such questions. 
The facts, however, remain, and are estab- 
lished by careful observations.

USE OF DEEP SEA THERMOMETERS, 
Hence it follows that a knowledge of the 
climatic conditions of the waters is of the 
last importance to the fishermen who resort 
to these waters. Mr. Neilsen is of opmion 
that large numbers of industrious aa skil- 
ful fishermen often lose their whole sum- 
mer’s voyage and waste their time by re- 
maining in localities where they would not 
think of attempting to fish if they were 
provided with deep sea thermometers and 
understood how to use them, These inatru- 
ments would at once indicate when the con- 
dition of the waters was unfavorable for 
fishing, the temperature being such that no 
fish would resort vo them ; and fishermen 
would thus be waraed to move to more 
favorable lovalitics. The use of this instru- 
ment, hewever, is unksown — our 
| fishermen. ‘* The meteorological condition 
of waters,” says Mr. Neilsen, “‘ has a most 
| important influence on the babits and move- 
ments of the fish and bait, and is a factor 
that should never be neglected in the prose- 
eution of the fisheries on the Labrador coast. 
I feel therefore certain that the use of the 
deep sea thermometers would be of the 
greatest advantage in finding and locating 
tisk, if once the fishermen had learned 
where and how to use them and had by ex- 
perience obtained a knowledge of the habits 
and movementa of the cod in waters of 
various temperatures in the different locali- 
ties on this coast.” 


FIST] AND TEMPRRATURE.

| Lecoming acquainted with the conditions 
ander which tich arere found most plentifal, 
he could at tell the fishermen who 
took him arodnd to their fishing grounda, 
where they te likely to get Ssh, and 
where they wonld not, by dropping his in- 
struments down to the bottem and thus 
ascertaining the condition of the waters. In 
| these predictions he rarely failed. He al- 
ways found the cod most plentiful near a 
hilly and uneven bottom with an abandant 
vegetation, where-a rotatory ‘current exist- 
ed, and where the temperature of the water. 
at the bottom ranged from 36° to 39° and 
the specific gravity was fram 1.0260 to L- 
0270, In waters of a temperature below 
35°, a few cod may occasionally be canght, 
|but these are only fish passing through 
there cold regions, tn order to get into more 
agreeable waters, for they do not resort to 
lovalities having a low temperature. In the 
Lofoden fisheries (Norway) the fishermen 
are trained to use deep sea thermometers 
whith are found to be of great service in 
| ascertaining the habitat of the fish. It is 
| ascertained there that the most successfal 
fisheries are carried on in localities* where 
favorable temperatures are found. 


COPFISH—THEIN POWER OF RESISTING COLD, 


The nature of the sodfish varies in dif- 
ferent countries, in regard to their power 
| of rdsisting cold. At the Lofoden Islands, 
cod would not be found in as low a tem- 
| perature as on the coast of Labrador. The 
| effects of the gulf stream are felt at Lofoden 
| in raising the temperature, and the fish get 
| accustomed toit so that if suddenly remov- 
ed to Labrador colder waters they would be 
very uncomfortable and probably would not 
live. At Dildo hatchery, Newfoundland, 
Mr. Nielsen found that the cod kept in 
wells to which the sea water had free ac- 
cess, were perfectly healthy as long as 
the temperature did not fall below 34°; 
but thatas soon asa lower temperature 
was reached the fish became drowsy and 
would not feed, and at 23° they perished 
quickly by cold. On Labrador, codfish 
are often seen ina drowsy, stunned condi- 


tion by cold, and when in that state they. 


will not take bait of any kind. - The cod 
picked up dead in these cold waters, are 
found when opened to have lumps of ice in 
their stomachs. This 
fluid contained in their stomachs freezing 
after they are dead, and not, as the fisher- 
men believe, from their eating ice. 


CURE OF CODFISH ON LABRADOR. 


Mr. Nielsen's report contains some very 
important re.narks on the methods of cur- 
ing codfishon Labrador. He condemns the 
system in the strongest terms, He fond 
that, with the exception of a few places, the 
fish are cured ina most slovenly careless 
manner, which is injurious to the trade and 
if not reformed, must prove ruinous. — Its 
value in foreign markets is thus seriously 
depreciated., ‘‘The handling, splitting, 
washing and drying of the’ fish, in most 
places, is bad.” When he remonstrated 
with the fishermen and pointed out the in- 
jury they were thus doing to themselves 
and the trade, their reply was that they got 
as good a price for the ill-cured as for the 
‘properly cured fish; that the suppliers 
made no distinction; and that as long as 
they got as much for the worst cured as for 
the best, they had no object in spending 
time and labor in curing the fish in a 
superior way. They knew how to handle 
and cure fish as it should be treated, and 
would be glad to do so if only a distinction 
between and bad were remunerated 
for the additional labor required, It is evi- 
dent that as long as this state of matters 
continues there is no hope of improvement. 
What is wanted is that purchasers and 
shippers of fish should make a distinction 
in price between the well and ill-cured fish. 
A speedy improvement would follow if this 
were done, as an encouragement would thua 
be held out to intelligence and industry. The 
system pursued on Labrador is thoroughly 
bad and likely to become worse, as good 
fish can be made on Labrador as anywhere, 
if pains are taken. At Battle Harbor he 
saw fish as well cured as the best Newfound- 
land shore fish. 


ASAD TALE OF THE SEA, 


The brigantine Kestrel arrived recently 
at Harbor Cirace, having on. board two 
sailors who were taken from the wreck of 
the Danish brigantine Louise on the 15th 
instant. Their names are Hans Halta, a 
Dane, and Hans Zaage, a German. They 
gave a harrowing account of the disaster 
which overtook their vessel. The Louise 
was bound from San Domingo to Havre 
with « cargo of mahogany. On New Year's 
day, ina fearful gale, she was thrown on 
her beam ends; the foremast was broken 
off, the vessel righted but was waterlogged, 
, and three out of a crew of seven were wash- 
ed overboard. The remaining four were 
compelled to take to the rigging. The cap- 
tain, whose name was Ericksen, and who 
had been ill for some time, dropped dead 
from the rigging, and a negro sailor soon 
after met the same fate. The two surviv- 
|ors were fifteen days in the. rigging and 
endured terrible hardships frem cold, hun- 
gerand thirst. For five days they were 
without water, and during the last three 
days on the wreck their food was dried fish, 
which was soaked with brine. On the Lith 
instant the Kestrel came in sight and rescn- 
led the mev, who were in the last stage of 
jexhaustion.

A Werderfal Memery. 


Magliabecchi, a Florentine, born 1633, 
was blessed with a wonderful memory.

The Cholera. 

Tt is certain that the Asiatic cholera haa 
continued to exist, and has even been epi- 
demic in parts of Germany and Russia ever 
since it breke out there in August last. 
Though ite ravages have been greatly and 
happily reduced everywhere since the win- 
ter set in, the reports about it from Ha 
barg, Ha'le, Berlin, St. Petersburg, an 
other places are still disquieting. German 
science has striven for halfa year to exter- 
minate it, but without success. Its sudden 
appearance within a week at Halle, Altona, 
and Leipsic has been « surprise to the medi- 
cal authorities, and its fatality there during 
the depth of an unusually cold winter has 
raiced alarm allover Germany, We must 
trust that this alarm will lead te the adop- 
tion of those preventive measures that are 
now needed even more than they have beea 
atany pasttime. In the judgment of em- 
inent experts, there is excellent hope that 
the precautions inst the entry of cholere 
into Canada will be as effective and succens- 
ful this year as they were last year, An 
authority says that there is no disease more 
easily managed than cholera, so long as the 
water supply is kept uncontaminated, 
Unfortunately, in Toronto, pure water is . 
just the condition that is lacking. For 
months now our water has been contaminat- 
ed with all the filth that finds an 
ontlet into. the Bay and for some time 
tocome there appears no chance of any 
relief. Already an increase in dibease is an- 
nounced which the medical health officer at- 
tributes to the impure state of the water. 
It is rapidly becoming a question whether 
the leon or the Dominion government should 
not step in and compel the city council to 
take immediate and effective measures to 
remedy the present atate of things.’
